He had been a news- 
boy for many years in that city. He was 
lame'and had boon from early youth. He 
had no home, and lived in an upper room 
ot a store building. His kindly looking 
faoej his genial manner, hia uncommon 
intelligence, and his deformity, attracted 
people to him, and he met with large sue 
cess as a newsboy. King was a diligent 
reader, and spent much money in reading 
good books. Up to 1873 he haa collected 
and read 1,300 volumes 'of choice litera- 
ture, and when he got eo many that he 
oould not provide 
a placw for them,

Ho received the thanks of tho city. His 
portrait appeared in Harper's Weekly 
accompanied with an interesting biogra- 
phical sketch. Hie fame spread rapidly 
over the country, but he still went on 
aellipg newspapers, buying and reading 
booka and giving them awuy. He was 
one of the best read men in Cincinnati, 
but refused to do anything but hobbla 
on tbe street with a bundle of papers 
under his arrne. Hm life was intensely 
active. Early morning uud every even- 
ing, ydar after year, found him on the 
streets. His slender frame and his phys- 
ical deformity made him until to contend 
with tho storms and tho cold which he 
constantly faced aa a newsboy, and he 
wore himself out and died at the age of 
46.

WOMAN ENTICED FROM INDIANA 


TO MISSOURI, 


And Then Foully Murdnrod by Ucr 


mlit Hunbaod—Her Body Stripped oi 
Clotlilng »nd Thrown Into * Sink-Hole— 
Tho Mlioroniit In Jail. 


SMU.VOITKLD, Mo., Fab. 37.—This com- 


munity was thrown into a perfect whirlpool 
of excitement Thursday by the report of tho 
finding of tho body of M™. George E. Grit- 
ham, 
whoso mysterious disappearance bus 


beon the theme of much speculation for sev- 
eral weeks hero, in St. Louis and nonr Fort 
Wayne, her home. 
The preliminary ex- 


amination of Georgo li. Graham on tho 
chttrgo of bigamy toolc place hero tho lutli 
iii^c. 
He was committed to jiiil in default 


ot buiL 
He was at tbo time strongly nub- 


]XKtud of having murdered his first wife, and 
Detective lid C. Davis haa boon working up 
the case since. 
Ho traced her as having nc- 


i.'ompaniod Graham and 
hor two little 


boys to North Springfield. 
There they 


left tho children at 1'ay'a restaurant and 
pro o.'dod together on thit train as though 
yoinj; to tha Malloy farm, four miles south- 
west of tho city, whore he lived. 
This wa^ 


tho lost hoard of tho women. 


Thoro is a sink-hole and cavern about a 


quarter of a mile from tho JIalloy houso, 
and a foiv yards from tho road. The do- 
loctivo determined to explore this place. 
Thursday morning Mr. John 
Potter, a 


prominent business man of Brookltno, ac- 
companied by ahout a dozon neighbors, 
without waiting for tho detective, procured 
a windlo.ss an'l wont Lo tho cavf, which 
is a 
jMsrpondicular 
hole 
about 
larffo 


enough around to admit a man's body, ex- 
tending down thirty feet, and widens out 
into a chamler about 30x40 feat. 
One of 


the men, u miner, was let down with u lant- 
ern, and on reaching the bottom by its light 
behold a ghastly sight. There was. lying on 
the ground tho corpse of a woman entirely 
nude, with a bullet-hole in tht breast. Tho 
hand, one foot and part of tho head wore do- 
compoiied. 
By her aide lay a bundle of 


clothing, consisting of u. light cummer-silk 
dross, c.oult, et..1., with a comb, pins and 
othor fojninine articles of apparel. 
The 


clothlng answers tho description of tho gar- 
ments worn by Mn» Orahaui at the time ot 
her disappearance. Tho body was brought 
to tho surface, and upon being eiposod to 
the air the face crumbled so as to be boyond 
recognition, 


MeiiOngera wore immediately dispatched

Donnull went to the jail to remove Graham

diana, where she lived with her sister, witb 
jis head full of diabolical schemes, in whick 
.ho sink-hoi* by tho roadside cut a promi- 
lent llgure. 
He deceived her by som« 


noans, and she consented to accompany 
jim back horo. 
On arriving at Springfield 


jo left tho children and proceeded with 
jiji wife to Dorchenter station, after which 
;hey got 0.7 and proceeded to tho place 
*blcb tlio miiyuldtjd woman doubtless be- 
loved was her future homo. On pasaing tbo 
sink-hole he enacted tho crlmo which came 
•a light Thursday, stripping tho clothes 
'rom the body 1'or feac it should not fall 
:o tho bottom. There ho hollered ull traces 
of the crime would be buried forever, and 
during bin elimination for bigamy he 
augbod at quOationfc the lawyers asked that

The prominence of George E. Graham and 


his association with Mrs. Emma Malloy, the 
jimous fumalo nreachcr and temperance 
octuroBS, lend« additional importance to 
the caso.

Mr, Graham published a tempcranco paper 
at Washington, Kan., callod Morning and 
D»y of Reform. Both of thsm ars intelligent 
and llucnt speakers. On many occasions Mrs. 
Jlalloy has tlect.rified audiences and ontttwod 
tomporanco people in tha cause of prohibi- 
tion. A tow weeks before Graham's arrest 
for bigamy ho was arrested on tho chargo ot 
forgorv, but the caso was dismissed on Mrs. 
Malloy paying for him the money involved 
in the crime. Soon after this sho went to 
Illinois, and when last heard from was 
delivering temperance lectures at Elgin, 
having lii-st conducted meetings at Peoria. 
It is believed by thoso'who conversed with 
wits No. 2 Thursday that she was altogether 
Ignorant ot tho crime of h«r husband, and. 
of course, innocent of complicity.

At th'e 
time of the fire Mr. Pattieon and family 
were at a neighbors, about(a mile soutb^ 
a son remaining at home, who was en- 
gaged in stiippmg tobacco stored in a 
portion of tho honse. In moving B eate 
of tobacco he overturned an oil lamp_ 
which set fire to the building, a two stoiy 
frame with a wing on each side, was to- 
tally destroyed together with most of the 
contents, including a crop of five acres of 
tobacoo. There was an insurance on tho 
house and contents ot S1.400, and S40Q 
on the tobacco, all in tba Milwaukeo 
Mechanics with the agency of b, Hayne^ 
of this city. 
This amount will hardly 


cover tho loss.

Wo can BOO the 
snow-capped mountains very plain, only 
about twelve miles away. They are over 
seven thousand feet higher than w j are. 
We aro sixteen miles from tho sea shore 
and have a fresh, bracing breeze |every 
day, warm and nice, not even a white 
frost. 


I haye apple trees that aro in blossom 


now and have all sizes of apples on the 
same tree, some most ripe. I have seen a 
number of men who came here from the 
eaat, who say they oould not live there 
for tbey had the asthma so bad, but here 
it did not bother them at all. We are 
all enjoying good health—my wife gained 
fourteen pounds in two weeks after we 
arrived here. •! have worked harder 
since I hare been here than at any time 
in ten years and have felt "tip-top" al' 
the timn.
